London, May IB. — The Filipino Junta 
here has received the following mes- 
•age from Aguinaldo, cabled from 
Hongkonf niid«r date of May 12: 

"Tbe Filipino government, in ac- 
cordance with the general feeling of 
the country, haa decided to continue 
tbe war at all coats until tadependence 
Is s«cured. 

"Th« Filipinos energetically refute 
the American peace overture*, baaed 
on restricted autonomy coupled with 
promises of aubaequent aelf-govern- 
ment 

"The Filipinos- demand a strict ful- 
lllIlBent of the articles of the American 
conatltution and treaties contracted by 
tlie American representatives when Im- 
ploring a Filipino allianea in combat* 
tiac the Spaniards. 

"All tbe tllipino generals support 
Aguinaldo.' General Luna's reported 
overtures for peace are untrue. Our 
mnaj ts near Manilla, simultaneously 
attacUag the whole American line. 

"Tbe heat and rains are causing 
many casualties in the American army. 
All tbe hospitals are crowded with 
sick and wounded. Four hundred of 
the Cincinnati regiment have been im- 
prisoned by Oeneral Otis fbr Insubor- 
dination in refusing to fight. The reg- 
ular troops, quartered In Manilla and 
•ther towns, are quiet. The volun- 
taara are abused and are always at the 
front wltfc scanty ratlona" 

Bpaalih Oar r lion In DniiKrr. 

Itonllla. May 16.— On May 7 tbe 
Spanish garrison at Zamboanga, Col- 
onel Oloriz coirimanding, was attarked 
by Insurgents with arms which were 
taken from the Spanish gunboats be- 
fore they were transferred to America. 
Tlie garriibn fought vanaatly against 
this Inexplicable agffre.spion, driving 
the Insurgents back and completely re- 
pulsing them. Tbe Spanish general, 
Montero. governor general of tbe prov- 
ince, was seriously wounded, as were 
also Major Glmlno and Captain Rinlla, 
who was mortally hurt Lieutenant 
Granadas was slightly wounded, one 
soldier was killed and three wounded. 
The insurgents suffered severely. An 
American merchant ship, the Dos Her- 
manos, which happened to be In port, 
was Immediately dispatched to Iloilo. 
Captain Caoo cabled the facts to Gen- 
eral RiOB at Manilla, who cabled to 
Madrid. The government replied to 
put the transports Leon XIII and 
Puerto lyco at the Americans' disposal 
tor the evacuation of tbe Spanish gar- 
rison. 

will lUplM* Bpanlth GarrUoD. 

Washington, May 16.— It is expected 
at the war department that General 
Otis will take steps at once to replace 
the Spanish garrison at Zamboanga 
With United States troops. The Indi- 
da^Ms are that a comparatively small 
twesf Will suflce, provided that it is 
supported by one or two gunboats. Tbe 
place is one of great strategic import' 
ance, being tbe cap of tbe Island of 

SadaoaOi the second largest In tbe 
m^plM group and a' goOd simport 
It was to this point that the Spanish 
forces retreated from Hollo when that 
town was evacuated without notice to 
tlie American forces. Tbe town is eas- 
ily defensible with a small artillery 
Cocet. Tbe fact that the insurgents 
iJ^' m posseSiBlon of rapid-flre guns 
makes the situation at Zamgoanga 
more serious, but it is not believed 
hers that they haTe a large supply of 
the ammunition necessary to operate 
the weapons which will consequently 
soon become oseioM to them.

New York, May IS.— Ooorg* D. Scott, 
for tbe past two yean manager of tbe 
Tarrytown estkte of John D. Rocke- 
feller, committed suicide at Tarrytown. 
He shot himself over the right ear 
with a revolver, and the bullet passed 
through his head, coming out at the 
top. Death was almost instantaneous. 

Four years ego Scott was Injured 
about the head by a trolley car in 
Cleveland. For a long time past he 
had been complaining. He was ex- 
amined by a physician, who informed 
him that be was suffering from irri- 
tation of the brain.

London, May 16.->Tha government 

was questioned in the house of com- 
mons regarding the Russian demand 
for a railroad concession to connect 
Peking with Rpaata's preseat railway 
system in Manchuria. Tbe parliament- 
ary secretary of the foreign office.

William St. John Brodcrick, replied 
that tbe British charge d'affaires at 
Pekiag 'had reported that Russia bad 
made such a demand, and it was under- 
stood that up to the present tbe Chin- 
ese foreign office bad declined to grant 
the full concession.

States supreme court decided the prize 
money case of the French steamer 
Olinde Rodriguez, the first of tbe naval 
prize money cases growing out <rf the 
Spanish war to reach the court. The 
decision was announced by Chief Jus- 
tire Fuller and directed that the vessel 
which was captured off San Juan, Porto 
Rico, on July 17 last, and has been 
held since by tliis government, shall 
be returned to its owners, on the 
ground that It was not pioven that the 
steamers intended to enter tbe block- 
aded port

Detroit, May 16.— Tbe United States 
circuit court room in the new govern- 
ment building, which is claimed to be 
the most elaborate court room In the 
country, was used for ihv first time.

The business before the board 
was to fill vacancies and to receive the 
answer of Dr. J. T. Grfeiu-, who was 
sleeted preoldent of the Southern Bap- 
tist seminary to succeed Dr. Whltsitt. 
There are m&ny rumors afloat to the 
effect Dr. Greene would either decline 
the presidency or withhold bis answer 
until he could lay the matter betoio his 
college In Missouri.

Buffalo, May 15.— The grain shov- 
elers, whose troubles were believed to 
have been satisfactorily settled, have 
refused to go to work in the elevators 
with tbe men who have been working, 
and whom the contractors refuse to 
discharge. 

About 300 men assembled near the 
City dev^tor, where they found be- 
tween SO and 40 men working. They 
becsme very angry and tbe police, 
scenting trouble, refused to allow them 
on tbe dock. Some of the "monthly" 
men threatened to quit unless the men 
at work were discharged. 

After a short discussion Superintend- 
ent Cutting decided to suspend opera- 
tions, and the men were taken from 
tbe elevator. In the meantime tbe 
striking sliovelers had gone to St. 
Bridget's hall, whei-e President McMa- 
bon Informed them that the contrac- 
tors had violated the agreement. He 
advised tbe men to keep quiet, remain 
where they were and await develop- 
ments. Preaidftt McMahon then hur- 
ried away to see Bishop Quigley. 

He returned shortly after noon. The 
bishop, he stated, was doing all in his 
power to arrange matters. McMahon 
asserts that every eievator is now com- 
pletely tied up, by reason of the 
"monthly" meu going out. The freight 
handlers, coal heavers and ore workers 
are still out Business is at a stand- 
still at the coal and ore doclu, but tbe 
railroads have men at work on their 
docks and handling freight 

Thlrty-flve levee negroes from Cin- 
cinnati were put to work on tbe Cen- 
tral docks. 

The "monthly" men from the eleva- 
tors held a meeting and determined to 
order out all the men who manipulate 
the elevator machinery, ii^cludipg tbe 
steam shovela The situation has not 
been serious beforsi 

Tbe shovelers claim that they were 
renuired to get cards from Contractor 
Conners before they would be permit- 
ted to work, and that In addition to tbe 
objectionable shovelers at work, some 
of tbe boss scoopers objected to were 
working, notwithstanding the agree- 
ment reached that they were to Iw sus- 
pended, pending an Investigiition of 
changes against them. The shovelers 
marched to their headquarters with 
their scoops on their shoulders. 

Baltatlag Porto BieNss.

Bayamon, Manita Lares 
and Albonlto to designate an officer to 
enlist, equip and instruct 25 men, in- 
cluding one sergeant and two oorporala

BANK TAXES. 



The U. S. Sapreme Conrt Monday Derided 
the Cases Takea Up From 
Keatieky. 



Tbe Supreme Court of tbe United 
States Monday afternoon banded down a 
decision in the bank tax cases. 

Tbe cases of the Baik of Kentucky, tbe 
Farmers' Bank of Kentucky, Third Na- 
tional, Louisville Banking Company, all 
of LooisvUle, and tbe Deposit Bank ( f 
Frankfort are dedded in tetor of the 
banks. 

By this decision the banks which were 
direct parties to the original suit decided 
when Jud>;e Pryor was on the bench are 
sastained in their contention; that is, 
they are protected onder the mlo of "res 
adjodlcata." 

On the other hand, tbe banks claiming 
alike protection because of what is known 
as the Barker agreement lose ; that is, tbe 
Supreme Oonrt bdldi that the agreement 
to abide by the dedllon cannot be uhcI 
for the protection of tbe bank whose 
riKhts were not speeMcally passed upon 
by the Kentucky courts. 

Tbe national banks are protected, as in 
the case of the Owensboro decision ; that 
ie, the court holds that tbe Kentucky law 
taxinK the banks direct is contrary to the 
Federal law, and that the only way to 
reach the national banks is to tax the 
shares of the banks in the handl ti the 
holders.

About 900 men of the Hon^ 
kong rti;lnifnt. with niachlne guns, are 
leaving here, while tlif volunteers have 
been warned to be in i • adiness for any 
emergency. The British secondclass 
gunboat twlft and three other gun- 
boats are proceeding to sea under 
sealed orders. These warships have 
600 men on board. The territory baek 
of tbe Hinterland is also disturbed and 
Chinese troops have been sent there.

factory and one cbair factory. The pas- 
sage of tbe ordinance was largely the re- 
sult of tbe e.xertions of tbe Oommercial 
Club of that city.

Sales are very satisfai tory to ship- 
pers, as pric es are some higher than the winter 
order toliHr( o. There has heen some excellent 
bulklDK seasons, ami no doubt a large amount of
